Things that can be Done- - 



TnyoBtordoy*a improasion wo pointed 
out Bomo of those important improve- 
meets wliioh, Qlthougb thoy cannot bo 
actually undortaltea before the 20lb 
July 1873^ ought to bocomo the eub- 
jeot of logialation at the next seBBion of 
the Proyinoial Parliament. We wish 
now to refer to a Uifforont clasa of rc- 
prodaotlvo improTomonts which need 
not wait upon the location of the railw 
way route or the doHnitlon of the rail- 
way lands. It 19 the policy ot improv- 
ing exisliog Bottlemoats and opening 
now ones by means of nads end trails, 
TVe have hitherto been iu a great 
meaeuro content with building «Komaii 
Bosda' to the goldfielde, leaving iho 
aettler to find his way by canoo or 
throagh trackless forest, No olass of 
expenditure could well be more surely 
and largely reprodaotive than that 
wbioh is judiciouely employed in iho 
oonBtrnctlon ef roads through the ag 
fioultoral Districts. The imporlauco 
of^thts has not met with (nil reoognitiou 
at the hands of past administrations. 
It is to be feared that the present ad- 
ministration ia not fully alive to it, 
Fewer ofSolala and more roads. -Less 
government and more to govern. Leas 
of the rovenuo gobbled op in Balories 
and more iuvoated in reproductive im« 
provementB wbioh will return an bun,) 
dred fold to the Troasary. Whoro the 
fields presented forthiaolass of exi)ondi 
tare are bo numerous, to particularise 
may peem invidious; and yet wo ven« 
tare to direct particular attention to oiio 
instanoe where great resnlls are promis: 
•d for a very trifling outlay. Tlie 
Bumas - ChllliwLaok prairies have 
already been referred to as amongst 
the most promiaing and important sot/' 
tlementBin the Province, The old 
trail used by the BoandaryCommisBion, 
and popularly called the the 'Boundary. 
Trail,' leaves the waters of the Eraser 
at the mouth of tbe Ohilliwbaok Eivcr 
and touches Summit Lake in a distance 
of thirty miles, leadingintQtho conntry 
drained by tbe Skagit, the Semikamecn 
and other rivers, This ^trail, we are 
led to believe, presents the shortest 
and most facile route to the great 
country extending from the Cascade 
Bange tothe Boundary Lino. It, beyond 
all quesliOD, presents the best channel 
through which live stock from Ibo groat 
beef-producing interior may bo brouglii 
Ko the seaboard for sbipment to this 
markeij tbe entire route supplying 
•xoellent grazing grounds. Tho tmil 
in question, if reopened and put in good 
travclable condition, would also bo ilie, 
meaoB of opening up and nettling un 
intermediate country Taluubio for 
farming, grazing and minings Ilia in 
the country interseoted by this trail 
thati valuable silver leads and paying 
placer digfjinga have reooiilly bei-n foiuul, 
1.8 an ouiiot to the Sumatt and CJhilli- 
wbac'-i Bottloraents it vfould al.io he 
valuable, enabling tho cattle t<> seuk 
sammerpastarage beyond the reach of 
the flies wbioh are so troublesome In 
these settlements daring Jane and July. 
The reader will be surprinod toleurn 
that probably one ihoufand dollars 
would BufBco to rc-nder tho Bouiidury 
Trail sorvlcable for theao purpoaoH; h 
would indeed, be a thousand dolbre 
well spent, and wo would strongly od- 
Tocate the expenditure. There ure posyi:. 
biy other works poaoesaiug an tquul 
claim ; bat we have eiugled out tbia one 
because ciroum>^lanei-8 hnvo rcoomly 
brought it more promiuonily under no* 
ti06i

Thorc is one litt'o yainc plii)(;d 
by our noigbbors *bich, while Boriotssly al- 
(eotiog travel, would bave a very ioiporiani 
beiriog opoQ oar mails aboald they Lappeo 
to come that way. It is so aitanged, for 
tbe benafitot Olympia, we presume, that 
the ateamor Noith Pooifio arrives from Vic- 
toria jatt too late to ooRnoct with t^iO out- 
going stage (or Portland and that tbo rolurr.- 
log stages ronch Olympia jiiai too late to 
. connect witti Iho steamer for Vitt;ria. Id 
this way tha fersons thus in eombinut oD 
OOntriva to compel paesonRets to lio over 
fiom one to three daya in Olympia. Of 
ooarso oar mails woald be sabjeoted to eimi- 
lar deienlion in passiog both ways. We do 
not seo exactly how this linle game is to be 
broken up; but it does not appear to bo ox- 
aotls right thnt British Columbia ehnnlj bo 
Tictimized io this fasbiotj.

Wo bavo no doubt, however, 
that a proper roprcBcctiiion mnilo I'l ti o 
Poittnastor (ionoral of tho Unitud .SialOH 
wonld bava tbe desired effect, 
and tbe obleot of tho produnt romarke 
is to bring tba matter under the notiub of 
the Chief Inapeotor. dow io this part of Ib'i 
Dominion, with a viow tb the neoessary tt^ps 
bfliog taken. * .
